Hon. J. H. Gallinger, ‘* Memorial Addresses,” I volume;

We have also abolished 
the age limit which was adopted when the library was estab- 
lished in 1892.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of Stoddard: 


It is conceded that the common schools have been of 
great importance in shaping the destinies of our country. 
The long list of distinguished men and women, who have 
received their education at the ‘little red schoolhouse,” is 
proof of this fact; and it shows us, also, that the common 
schools have exerted a more direct influence upon the minds 
of the people, than have our higher institutions of learning. 

It is sometimes asserted that the schools of thirty and 
forty years ago, were better than those of the present time. 
-'This we cannot believe, for at no time have the teachers been 
so well fitted for their work as at the present, while the bet- 
ter text books combined with the broader lines of work re- 
quired, furnishes a stimulus unknown to the pupil of the 
past. 

We do believe, however, that the parents of today, have 
not the interest in their schools which is necessary to make 
them a complete success. 

The idea seems to prevail among some, that the present 
school system is somehow more especially for the benefit of 
the school boards, and do not realize that the efforts looking 
toward better attendance and more thorough work, is for the 
benefit of your child. : 

‘¢Example is better than precept,” and if you parents 
wish to advance the intellectual welfare of your children, 
visit your school, become acquainted with the teacher, and 
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assure her that she has your hearty cooperation and interest. 
If mistakes are made, and the person who never makes a © 
mistake is not needed ‘‘ here below,” an explanation given 
to’'the proper parties, setting forth wherein you are not re- 
ceiving the benefit expected, would be productive of much 
better results than the usual spirit of criticism and fault-find- 
ing, which prevails at such times, destroying all discipline 
and undoing all good which may have been accomplished. 

Three schools have been maintained during T90T, aggre- 
gating sixty weeks. Their success has been above the 
average, but the length of terms has been shorter than usual, 
owing to lack of funds. Bills left over from last year helped 
to diminish the school money. We recommend that a more 
liberal appropriation of school money bé made for thé com- 
ing year. 

The appropriation made for repairing the interior of the 
schoolhouse at the Center, seems to have been wisely ex- 
pended; the application of a coat of pa to the exterior 
would be an act of economy. 

The enumeration of scholars in the spring showed 26 
boys and 28 girls between five and sixteen years. The total 
number of pupils registered in town during the year was 69, 
and 8 were schooled out of town, § in Sullivan, 2 in Marlow, 
and 1 in Washington.- The cost of tuition in Marlow was 
thirty cents per week ; in Washington twénty- -five cents per 
week. During the spring term the Jordan children were 
conveyed to the Center at a cost of fifteen dollars. Mr. 
Jordan offered to convey the Swett and Dyer children for 
five dollars extra; the parents being approached upon the 
subject they so strongly objected, that it was finally decided. 
to allow each family ten dollars to help defray expense of © 
tuition in Sullivan. Mr. Jordan having moved before the 
fall term commenced, and no one being found who would 
make any offer in regard to conveying these children, their 
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tuition in Sullivan for the fall term will have to be paid as in 
the past. The bill has not been received. 

Owing to illness Mrs. Tasker resigned from the school 
board at the end of the year. Mr. Holland also resigned at 
the same time. 

The details of each school is as follows : 


ScHooL No. 1.—CENTER. 


Both terms, each of ten weeks length, were taught by 
Mrs. Maude A. Page of Stoddard. It is enough for us to 
say that the school was a success, for all who are familiar 
with Mrs. Page’s methods and ability, know that success 
means much more to her than to the average teacher. For 
the spring term there were 24 pupils registered. Per cent 
of attendance, .g120. All studied reading, spelling, writing 
and arithmetic, 14 geography, Io grammar, 6 history, 10 
composition, 4 physiology, 2 bookkeeping and algebra. 

Number of pupils registered for the fall term was 36; 
per cent of attendance, .8338. All studied reading, spelling, 
writing and arithmetic, 19 geography and grammar, 8 his- 
tory, 19 composition, 3 physiology, 2 bookkeeping and 
algebra. Wages of teacher per month including board, $32. 
Number of instances of tardiness for the year, 4; visits by 
school board, 11; by citizens and others, npn

The services of Miss Elsie C. Ware of Hancock, N. H., 
were secured for the spring term, this being her ~first ven- 
ture at teaching. The enthusiasm and labor, which Miss 
Ware placed in her work were such, that she was re-engaged 
for the fall term. With the experience and opportunities 
that will be found in-.larger schools, we predict for Miss 
Ware a successful career as a teacher. For the spring term 
of nine weeks, seven pupils were registered ; per cent of at- 
tendance, .g231. All studied reading, writing, spélling, 
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arithmetic, geography and vocal music, I grammar, I his- 
tory, I composition and 2 drawing. 

For the fall term of eleven weeks there were five pupils 
registered ; per cent of attendance, .g698. All studied read- 
ing, spelling, writing, arithmetic, geography and vocal 
music, I grammar, 1 history, 1 composition, 1 bookkeeping 
and 4 drawing. Wages of teacher per month including 
board, $24; number of tardy marks, 4; visits by school 
board, 10; by citizens and others, 22. 


ScHoou No. 3.—SouTH STODDARD. 


Both terms were taught by Miss Myra E. Abbott. Miss 
_ Abbott’s work improves with each term and is added proof 
to the fact, that Stoddard is capable of producing teachers 
second to none. She has the faculty of arousing the en- 
thusiasm, as well as the spirit of emulation, and the desire 
for knowledge which she instils, even in the youngest mind, 
is wonderful. We are sorry to see so many tardy marks up- 
on the register, two families being responsible for most of 
them. Both terms were ten weeks; number of pupils en- 
rolled for spring term, 24; per. cent of attendance, .8967. 
All studied reading, writing, spelling, physiology and arith- 
metic, 9 geography and grammar, 3 history. 

Number of pupils enrolled for fall term, 21; per cent of 
attendance, .9g850. All studied reading, writing, spelling, 
physiology and arithmetic, 15 geography, 13 grammar and 
composition, 3 history and 1 bookkeeping. Wages of teach- 
er per month including board. $34; tardy marks for the 
year, 343 visits. by school boord, 12; by citizens and others, 
100. ,
